Ivan Van den Broek (Mai) went 1-2 for 
the overall win at the Merken Trophy, 
an international motocross in Vorselaar, 
Belgium on Mar. 22. Jaak Van Vel- 
thoven (KTM) placed 6-4 while Graham 
Noyce (Hon) finished 7-3 with the nod 
going to the KTM rider on the basis of 
total elapsed time. Our own Brad 
Lackey was fourth with a 4-8 followed 
by Suzuki teammate Erik Geboers at 8- 
6. The Merken Trophy is important as 
each manufacturer enters a four-man 
team. Suzuki won that portion of it 
with riders Lackey, Geboers, Georges 


Jobe and Harry Everts. 


In Verdun, France that day, Neil 
Hudson. slogged around a very 
muddy circuit to 4-6-3 finishes that 
gave him the overall. The British 
rider was aboard a water-cooled, 
linkage-type Yamaha 250 (similar 
to what Broc Glover has been rid- 
ing recently) in a 500cc race. Jan 
Kristoffersson (Yam) from Norway 
was second with 7-3-4 and Jean- 
Claude Laquaye (SWM) got third 
with his 5-7-5. 


World 500cc Motocross Champion 
Andre Malherbe won't be able to race 
until the first 500cc GP of the year — 
in Austria on Apr. 5 — due to the cast 
on his wrist.

After a long layoff due to a knee 
injury, Marty Moates tested the 








motocross waters at CMC Carlsbad 
on a Horsepower Factory thumper 
and came up with fourth 500cc 
Pro, won by David Gerig. Moates, 
riding the HPF bike courtesy of 
Laurens Offner, reportedly looked 
better and better as he got things 
dialed and in one moto, came from 
last to fourth. 


Al Baker wanted to publically thank 
Bud Davenport of the Jim Fishback/ 
Steve Bauer pit crew for the lift in 
Mexicali. Baker was smoking down the 
San Felipe Highway in an effort to 
meet partner Bob Balentine in time to 
pit the bike and switch riders when the 
Mugen truck lost a fan belt. Baker 
kept going and a little while later, the 
motor locked up. He hopped out of 
the truck, flagged down the next 
vehicle and hopped in before they 
could ask any questions. They got to 
the area and Al yelled, “Stop here!” 
Davenport pulled in and his van 
promptly sunk up to the axles in sand. 
Three minutes later, Balentine pulled 
in and Baker took off. 


Baker and Balentine’s win marked 
the first Honda victory in major off- 
road competition since the 1975 
Baja 1000 when Baker and Gene 
Cannady did the trick aboard an 
XL350 punched out to 410. Of their 
win, Al quipped, "It's all Balentine's 
fault. Не’з the one that held it wide 
open in the dust.” 


Preston Petty phoned last week to tell 
Papa that he's “repossessed” the Preston 
Petty Products line from Scott USA. 
According to Petty, he hadn't received 
recent payments toward the line’s pur- 
chase. Petty has two priorities with his 
products: (1) Find someone else to 
market them, and (2) Update the pro- 
duct line. Updates are expected to in- 
clude an all-new front fender and an 
integral rear fender/number plate 
per FIM standards. One source indi- 
cates that JT Racing may market the 
line, but no final decision has yet been 
reached.

Scott USA, in the meantime, has 
introduced a new clear street bike 
fairing, and project engineer Rick 
Golde told Papa that others, 
including a full touring model, are 
in the works. "We're looking for 
more penetration into the street 
market," said Golde. Also included 
in the Scott USA line-up are a full 
line of street and dirt riding gloves, 
and there's a possibility of a new 
dirt fender.

Paul Peterson, the Cal Poly 
Penguins’ enduro steward, says that 
the club's 500-rider limit has been 
filled by pre-entries.

A very happy Peter Starr phoned last 
week to report that one of his films, 
The Superbikers! was shown on KABC 
and received the highest ARB ratings 
of any for that time. And that was up 
against the Doral golf tournament and 
the movie, Change of Habit. See? 
People like to watch motorcycle films!

John Glover’s Yamaha Motor Corpora- 
tion, USA-sponsored Seca 550 was pro- 
tested after Glover won the 600cc Box 
Stock class at the Mar. 22 AFM/Willow 
Springs race. The protest, filed by 
John Ulrich, alleged that Glover's bike 
had a prototype engine. “You can't 
buy prototype motorcycles,” said 
Ulrich, “and Box Stock is the class for 
bikes that people can buy. Yamaha 
street bikes are not sold with sandcast 
parts.” Ulrich’s protest was upheld by 
race director Wil Clark after he ex- 
amined Glover's machine and saw that 
the cam cover was sandcast. Clark 
then reversed his decision when a 
Yamaha spokesman at the track claimed 
the production Secas come with sand- 
cast covers, according to Ulrich. Ulrich 
appealed, and the AFM Board of Di- 
rectors will make the final decision. A 
Monday phone call to Yamaha’s pub- 
lic relations department rendered the 
following information: The bike that 
Glover raced at Ontario is a pre-pro- 
duction bike, the same one tested by 
the magazines, in fact. A pre-produc- 
tion bike is one of the first 100 off the 
production line (a prototype is not any 
sort of production line machine, and a 
production bike is one of the #101-up 
machines). While preparing the bike 
for the AFM race, the Yamaha me- 
chanic noticed that the cam cover on 
another bike in the shop looked “differ- 
ent.” He knew that the Glover bike was 
pre-production, so he swapped that 
cover for the one on the other bike, 
assuming it was a production part. 
That one was a prototype, however, 
and that, Yamaha says, is how the 
sandcast cam cover got on the Box 
Stock class winner. Production Seca 
550s, a Yamaha spokesman clarified, 
will not have sandcast cam covers. 


Former Sidecar World Champion 
George O'Dell took his own life 
Sunday night, Mar. 22. O'Dell had 
been told by his doctor that he had 
too much nerve and body damage 
to continue his racing career, and 
that coupled with a separation 
with his wife apparently led to his 
death.

(who soon will no longer be 
referred to as “Gary's son” at the 
rate he's improving!) has earned a 
works Kawasaki to contest the 
AMA 250cc National Championship 
MX Series. Given the option to ride 
either an air-cooled or water- 
cooled machine, Bailey chose the 
water-cooled. Не’! also ride a few 
selected Supercross events under 
the joint Moto-X Fox/Kawasaki 
banner. 


Katy Hunt has a good idea. She wants 
to save Ontario Motor Speedway from 
the housing developers, and she be- 
lieves that by holding the Ontario 
Motor Speedway Rally, Sunday, Mar. 
29 at high noon, she can effectively 
demonstrate to Chevron that people 
really care about OMS. She'll be hand- 
ing out "Boycott Chevron" stickers to 
motorcyclists and car drivers alike, 
then they'll form a caravan to show 
TV cameras, freeway users (and thus 
Chevron) that theyre making a big 
mistake about closing down Ontario. 
Do you care? Here's a chance to prove it. 


“We will not be having a 125cc MX 
GP. in 1982,” said AMA's Mike 
DiPrete. "That decision came in 


meetings at the FIM meetings in 
Geneva (Switzerland) the last 
week in February. There were a lot 
of countries wanting a 125cc GP 
and there may have been a bit of 
pressure from some to take the 
event from us, I’m not sure. In any 
event, we still have our 250 and 
500cc dates.” 


Ricky Graham is scheduled to ride the 
Ron Wood Harley-Davidson in the 
Mar. 27 half mile opener at J.C. 
Agajanian's Ascot Park. It will be 
Graham’s first race since he broke his 
wrist in a trail riding accident a few 
days after the fall 1980 San Jose Mile.

So it is time to go dirt track rac- 
ing once again in California. The 
loss of some National races else- 
where may prove to be a blessing 
for race fans who like the dirt events — 
early in the year. 

California will host no less than four 
AMA Grand National Winston Pro 
Series events between Apr. 3 and May 
9. Plus, seven non-National half mile 
races at Ascot. 

The four Nationals lead off with the 
20th annual running of the Ascot Na- 
tional TT in Gardena on Saturday 
night, Apr. 3. For years this was always 
a July race but due to losses of other 
events during that month in the west, 
the TT has moved to April to be 
teamed up with the Scramento mile. 

The Sacto mile has stood alone the 
past few years and now has company. 
The state capitol event runs the Satur- 
day night following the Ascot TT Apr. 
11. і 


Third іп line will be the first of two 
San Jose miles, running Sunday after- 
noon, May 3. The following Saturday 
night, May 9, is the first of two Ascot 
National half miles. 

The May 9 event is also the last time 
the National riders will be on the dirt 
in the west until the end of September 
when the Winston Pro Series winds up 
at San Jose and Ascot. 

To give the riders plenty of racing, 
not only in the National Expert division, 
but the Juniors and new Novices as 
well, Ascot will run all three classes 
weekly, starting Mar. 27 and topping 
it off on May 8. All are Friday night 
events. 

Jay реа and Steve Eklund are 
on tap for the Nationals, coming in as 
the two top rated riders in the stand- 
ings. Each has a win at Houston. 

Jay has won at San Jose and Ascot on 
the ovals. Steve has won at San Jose 
and. Ascot on the TT. Neither rider 
has ever won at Sacramento. 

The Ascot TT will see even more 
500cc machines of the type that Mike 
Kidd scored the upset with at Ascot 
last year. Look for many Honda and 
Yamaha 500s plus a scattering of Su- 
zukis and Kawasakis. Springsteen and 
the new champ, Randy Goss, will ride 
the H-D 750s. 

On the ovals at Sacramento, San 
Jose and Ascot the fans get to see two 
new racing efforts start from scratch. 
Mike Kidd and Rookie Expert Jim 
Filice bow in on the new Yamaha 
750cc V-twins. 

Honda has officially announced that 
their latest version is indeed а 750cc V- 
twin which will be ridden in all Cali- 
fornia National oval events by Freddie 
Spencer. 

Spencer would have been a cinch for 
Rookie of the Year honors this season 
but he rode in the '80 Houston events, 





scoring points in one. That was his 
only dirt track effort for the year. Ad- 
ditional road race points gave him 
National Number 19. 

So, between the two new efforts only 
Kidd is a proven dirt track veteran 
while Filice and Spencer will be put to 
the test by the old pros and proven 
machines that abound after many 
tried and proven events. 

I talked with Filice and Spencer 
down at Daytona and you.can expect 
to see both of them at Ascot during the 
weekly Friday night non-National 
races sorting out the equipment. 

It has been proven over and over 
that you cannot take experimental rac- 
ing machines to a National, especially 
a mile, and do anything but look bad. 
This happened last year at both Sacto 
and San Jose. 

We would like to report that both 
the Yamaha and the Honda have been 
tested and retested for the past year. 
But they have not. 

Mert Lawwill and Dick Mann are on 
the wrenches for Kidd and Filice and 
they have their work cut out for them. 
Both have all the experience and know- 
how to make race bikes run fast. But 
have they really had the time? 

Honda does not have names such as 
Mert and Dick, but they do have one 
long season behind them trying to 
make their CX500 twin go fast. Now 
that same twin is a 750. 

It has been many years since a 
Rookie Expert ever showed up at a 
National and blew the doors off the 
veterans. Now we have two brand new 
riders on two brand new machines. 
The burden is on veteran Mike Kidd, 
to say the least. 

Spencer is calm, cool and collected 
anytime he is on the line. But he has 
ridden a mile only once in the past and 
any half miles were against a limited 
field of Juniors. But Freddie is a one- 
of-a-kind. 

Filice comes off of two big seasons as 
a Novice and a Junior where he was 
number one in the standings. But he 
was nervous and erratic at Houston 
and both races were on smaller 
machines. 

Kidd has long been one of the most 
unpredictable riders on the National 
circuit. He wins when he is not a pre- 
race favorite, and loses when it looks 
like he will be a sure winner. 

The new Honda and Yamaha efforts 
will indeed make the next few weeks in 
the west most interesting. On the other 
side, the raft of H-D riders will be set- 
ting on the line, ready and waiting to 
see if that proven equipment has sud- 
denly become obsolete. 

A year ago neither Honda пог 
Yamaha would indicate that they were 
interested in 750cc dirt track racing — 
and here they are. Just a few weeks ago 
some folks at Honda stated they knew 
nothing about any new 750 dirt tracker 
— and here they are! 

In car racing they start thumping 
the tub about a new car when it is still 
just an idea, or maybe on the drawing 
boards. In motorcycle racing we have 
to keep hearing all sorts of wild rumors 
and all of us have learned not to believe 
any of them until we see them. Starting 
in April we will see them. 

Honda said over a year ago that they 
were willing to back more than 100 
dealers in a dirt track program. 
Yamaha said recently that they would 
have at least 75 dirt track engines. 

If either or both brands do well on 
this first western swing then watch the 
phones start ringing with every Honda 
and Yamaha dealer in the country call- 
ing to get the new fast stuff for that kid 
that is certain to replace Springsteen, 
Eklund and Goss — if he can just get 
ahold of that trick setup. 

Are you listening, Pete Hames? You 
have been waiting for 10 years — or is 
it dad that has been waiting?

Ontario memories 


If anybody has ever been to the 
Ontario Motor speedway, let alone 
been lucky enough to have raced 
there, you have seen probably the 
finest example of a complete racing 
complex that has ever been built. 

At a club race you would park 
your machine and gear in individual 
garages, ride a track with 20 turns and 
when finished, shower in the locker 
rooms. As a spectator, the enormous 
infield was a delight; acres of green 
grass to relax on and enjoy whatever 
type turn you could care to watch — 
sweepers, tight stuff, decreasing radius 
— you name it. I believe Ontario 
invented the word “run-off.” No other 
track that comes to mind is so kind to 
mistakes. Take a shot at a turn too hot 
and you were greeted with plenty of 
room to scrub off speed. If things 
really got out of hand and Mother 
Earth came rushing up at you, at least 
it was covered with grass and not cold, 
gray concrete. 

When thinking of Ontario, the 
word "complete" keeps entering your 
thoughts. Drag racing, NASCAR and 











USAC (CART)  round-de-round 
racing, Can-Am and F5000 (in 
racing’s better days); all types of circuit 
racing could be accommodated at 
Ontario. Even a couple of rock 
concerts almost on the level of Wood- 
stock. And those paddock garages just 
have to be mentioned again. 

Figures in an accountant's book; 
racing passions reduced down to cold 
data to be considered only in terms of 
balanced payments, in-the-red, in- 
the-black. High dollar land barons 
whose three-piece suits have never 
wrinkled under the pull of a five-point 
racing harness, or whose gray flannel 
knees have never slid around a 70-mph 
sweeper, have no interest in racing 
passions — only the facts, figures and 
profit margins enter into their world. 
It should be said that Ontario 
certainly has not been a financial piece 
of cake. OMS first opened in the red, 
overbudget and never quite recovering 
through the years. 

I hate knowing Ontario has but a 
few months before the inevitable. 
Maybe even more upsetting is the 
realization that numbers always win 
and passions do not pay the bills. But 
to those who have seen this vast 
monument to motorsports and 
wondered if they were dreaming 
because “This is too good to be true!" 
you can have some satisfaction in 
knowing OMS will not go away so easy. 
It will take over $6 million just to bring 
her down.

AMA Two-Day Qualifier Series: Round one 


Stacy takes John Zink Ranch 
two years in a row

SKIATOOK, OK, MAR. 21-22 


Team Suzuki's Frank Stacy and Jeff Fredette 
kept their PE250s set on warp drive to post the 
fastest special test scores on both days of the 
Tulsa Trailriders-sponsored John Zink Two- 


Day. At the end of it all, Stacy 
was five points (seconds) ahead 
of his teammate in the 250cc In- 
tent class, 1058-1063. 


Yamaha's Larry Roeseler turned in 
a blazing performance in the final day's 
motocross to post the win in the 500cc 
Intent class, and also turn in the third 
best overall score, 11 seconds behind 
Stacy. 

A mistake by Jack Penton when he 
crossed the yellow flags into a check 
two minutes early gave the 175cc 
Intent class win to Suzuki's Mike 
Rosso. Dean Joyner rode his Suzuki to 
the runner-up slot in the class, giving 
Suzuki Team Manager John Morgan 
something to smile about. 

Competition in the 125cc Intent 
class was so close as to be unresolvable. 
Riding the ISDE Qualifier Series this 
year on a small bike, Husky's Dick 
Burleson led KTM's Rod Bush by 10 
points at the end of the first day. Bush 
went out and had a better morning 
special test than Burleson, then topped 
him in the day-ending motocross to 
make up 10 points and create a 


deadlock for first with both riders at 
2272. 

Best score turned in by an A class 
rider belonged to Open rider Perry 
King, with an Open class rider also 
turning in the best B score. That was 
Greg Prestage. 

"I haven't seen the scores yet, but 
from what they tell me I guess it's 
true," grinned Stacy in answer to a 
question. "I'm really happy — a new 
bike and all. I'm pretty excited about 
it. The bike works great." 

The Tulsa Trailriders did an excel- 
lent job in organizing the event, and 
there were few complaints, except for 
those about the ever-present rocks. 
The complex scoring was done by com- 
puter and final results and awards 
were made available within a couple of 
hours after the riders completed their 
activities. 

Day One 

The course (used both days) consisted 
of three 42-mile loops, and the first 
two loops shared much common trail. 
An acceleration test and two timed 
blasts through a 2.8-mile grass track 





made up the day's special tests. 

In the first run through the grass 
track, Stacy posted the fastest time with 
Fredette a few seconds back after falling 
in the test. “It didn't cost me much 
time, though. It was just a quick slide 
down, and I picked it up. Nothing 
bad," said Fredette later. 

Between runs through the grass track, 
the ninth check was a trouble spot for 
three riders. Ed Lojak, John Fero and 
Kevin LaVoie all checked in a minute 
early, costing them each 60 route 
marks. Two of the riders said the flags 
delineating the check weren't clearly 
visible; other riders attributed the in- 
cident to rider mistakes. 

In the second grass track, Fredette 
really cranked it on to claim fast time 
of the day and wind up five points be- 
hind Stacy at the close of the day. 


In the 125cc I class Burleson took 
advantage of a good first special test to 
lead Bush by 10, with Glenn Hollings- 
head the third place rider another 20 
points back. 

“With the motocross at the end the 
way it is now, the object is to stay in 
the ballpark in the tests here. You're 
not going to gain any giant advantage 
going into the motocross. That's when 
you can gain the biggest advantage. 
There's people in the way, there's dust 
— there'll be a lot of dust — and if you 
can go out and get a holeshot and do a 
good job in the last test you can pick 
up a lot of time," said Kawasaki's Jack 
Penton after the first day, but before 
any results were posted. Penton was 
not only in the ballpark, he was leading 








the 175cc I class by 20 points over 
Mike Rosso, with Dean Joyner and 
Terry Seales lurking in third and 
fourth. 

Behind Stacy and Fredette in the 
250cc I class were KTM rider Darryl 
Kuenzer, Kawasaki's Mark Hyde and 
Husky pilot Barry Avery. With Kuenzer 
only 10 seconds out of second place, it 
was still a tight race. 

It was even tighter in the 500cc I 
class. Husky's Terry Cunningham put 
together two consistent special tests to 
take a two-point lead over Larry 
Roeseler and Frank Gallo. Gallo had 
been nearly 10 points in arrears of the 
others after the first test, but made it 
up with an exceptional second chance. 
Maico rider Jack Johnson was slightly 
off the leaders' pace. 

KTM-mounted Carl Cranke would 
have begun Day Two as fifth in 500cc 
I, but he crashed a few miles before 
the finish of Day One. “I moved out to 
pass a rider and I clipped a rock," said 
Carl, nursing a left arm with a few 
stitches in it. He sat out the second day. 

Dane Leimbach was entered, but did 
not compete. "It's a mental problem. I 
just don't have the desire to go do it. I 
didn't know until I got down here that 
it was going to be like that. If your 
heart's not in it there's no point in 
going out there and racing around. 
You might get yourself hurt," said 
Dane quietly. 

Day Two 
The trail was the same as the day 


before, but the acceleration test and 
the second timed grass track were elim-

inated and a five-lap motocross was 
added. ; 

Kawasaki's Ron Ribolzi was an early 
retirement on the day when, about 10 
miles out, he snagged his left foot on a 
rock and broke two toes. 

Teammate Jack Penton ran into 
trouble starting the second loop when 
he went through the check there two 
minutes early and picked up 120 route 
marks. : 

Gallo and Fredette had the identical 
fast time on the grass track. Fredette 
only made up a point on Stacy, but 
Gallo picked up 11 points on Cunning- 
ham and eight on Roeseler to give 
himself the class lead going into the 
motocross. 

After the riders finished the third 
loop they reported to the motocross 
where route cards were collected and a 
final inspection for marked parts and 
operational lights was conducted. Then 
heats of about 15 riders each ran five 
laps over a fairly tight, jump filled 
course. y 

In the morning Bush had narrowed 
Burleson's 125cc I lead to four seconds. 
They met in the first heat, where 
Dwight Rudder got the holeshot only 
to be involved in a two rider pile-up. 
Bush took over the lead and held 
Burleson at bay to win the heat by four 
seconds! 

“If I beat Burleson, it's gonna be 
great. That's all that counts. Dick and 
I were on the same minute so we 
played around a little bit. I didn’t get 
any flat tires and I had a good time... 
It’s going to be close — a couple or 


three seconds,” said Bush as he 
awaited the final results. 

"I spent the weekend basically doing 
R&D on my bike,” said Burleson. “I 
hadn’t had a chance to do much work 
on it at all beforehand; it was a new 
scoot. So I spent the whole week just 
changing suspension around and play- 
ing with the carburetion. So I got it 
working halfway decent, but not nearly 
as good as need be.” How did he react 
to the tie score? “I wasn’t particularly 
pleased.” Glen Hollingshead was third 
125cc I. 

Penton ran off from his heat to post 
fast 175cc time in the motocross, but 
the earlier penalty dropped him from 
contention. Steady riding by Rosso 
gave him the win, 10 seconds in front 
of Joyner. Rosso's record, by the way, 
is 30 consecutive gold medals in Two- 
Day competition. Vic Ely, Terry Seales 
and Matt Cullins rounded out the top 
five. Penton was sixth. 

The battle for the 250cc I class win 
went down in one heat as Stacy and 
Fredette were on the line together. Jeff 
pulled the holeshot and led for the first 
three laps with Stacy tailgating. Then 
Frank berserked it off a double jump 
and got inside of Fredette to make the 
pass in the next turn. But at the finish 
only one second separated them. 

“Jeff was going really good. He was 
gaining on me in those high speed 
turns, but I was making it back going 
through the jumps," said Stacy later. 

"We came off the jumps and he was 
right alongside of me. We went into 
the corner and I thought, 'Well I 





could cut him off.’ But I said ‘Gol’ It 
was a good day, though," said 
Fredette. 

Kuenzer's chances of catching the 
leaders were made more difficult when 
his bike didn't start right away in his 
heat. Darryl made it from second-to- 
last to first in a lap, but still was nearly 
20 seconds off the pace of the Stacy/ 
Fredette heat. 

Finishing fourth and fifth in the 
250cc I class were Husky pilots Mike 
Melton and Barry Avery. Fritz Kadlec 
was sixth on a Can-Am, followed by 
Mark Hyde's Kawasaki. 

The 500cc race was decided by the 
motocross. Early leader Terry Cunning- 
ham drew an early heat, but got a 
poor start and had to fight through 
traffic before taking the lead. 

Roeseler and Gallo shared the same 
heat, but while Larry was going 
through the first turn fighting with 
Kevin LeVoie for the lead, Gallo was at 
the back of the pack. "My bike ran 
backwards!" Gallo exclaimed later. “It 
started up in reverse, so I had to stall it 
and restart it." 

While Gallo had the pack to contend 
with — and make mincemeat pie of — 
Roeseler had taken over the lead and 
was disappearing in a hurry. Gallo 
finally made it around Lavoie but 
Roleseler was long gone, turning in 
five laps in 11 less seconds than Stacy 
had taken. Gallo was 14 seconds back 
at the finish and had to settle for 
second in class. 

"I knew Í needed to get a good start 
and I knew I needed to haul ass," said 





Roeseler. “И should hopefully give me 
the class win. 

“I was figuring not a great start, just 
second or third, so before he gets away 
you're moving. Other than that we 
gave it hell," said a disappointed Gallo. 

In the last Intent/A class heat Jack 
Johnson put in the second fastest five 
laps of the day to solidify his hold on 
fourth behind Cunningham. Suzuki's 
Ray Cosgrove finished fifth over Scot 
Harden (Hus) and Chip Howell 
(Yam). e

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Dale Singleton: The 
second time around

“Т feel real good!” said 1981 Daytona 200 
winner Dale Singleton from his home in 
Dalton, Georgia. “I woke up on Monday 


morning (in Daytona) and was pretty 


mellowed out from the rush. I 
got dressed and walked down to 
the restaurant and bought a 
newspaper, saying to myself ‘Oh 
yeah, I won the race yesterday, let's 
check it out.’ I pumped a quarter into 
that baby and pulled out a full page 
color picture of me and Elmer in the 
Daytona Beach Morning Journal and 
it’s fantastic.” 

Singleton’s been through it before. 
1979 was his year when he won the 
event for the first time and in 1980 he 
made the trip to winner's circle again, 
taking second. Nevertheless, the 
thrill's still there. 

"I think it feels better this time. Í 
never really thought about winning 
twice. I've learned not to really 
discredit myself like I have been. It 
really pumps me for going to the GPs. 

“I still want to relate to when I 
turned rookie Expert here in America 


and used the bike I rode when I was a 
junior. We just laid the shocks down 
on an old TZ700 and I tried to be 
competitive against the monoshocks. " 

It doesn't happen easily, nor does it 
happen alone. Singleton offered credit 
and praise to his proficient crew. 

“The oldest one on the crew is Bill 
Salyer. He's a retired Navy man. 
When he first started helping me he 
had access to a lot of machining gear 
and working with aluminum. He runs 
a shop called B&B Specialties. He's the 
best assistant I've ever had. 

*My younger brother Toot was back 
in there. He was the administrator of 
the pit crew as far as fueling goes. It 
was his third year. He knew what to do 
and the procedures to go through. 

"Next we've got Gary Satterfield. 
He's one of ту old sponsors who 
helped me back when I was riding 125s 
and 250s on dirt. track. Larry 
Langford has always been helping me 





out at Daytona, and an old school 
friend of mine, Ricky Burkett, helped 
with refueling this year." 

Singleton doesn't have much time to 
reminisce. His program for European 
racing has come together and on 
March 23 he's on his way. 

"Going to Europe last year and 
trying to be competitive in the GP's on 
that Yamaha 500 like I did was a joke. 
Now Beaulieu of America has bought 
me a Suzuki Mach 6. It is the bike to 
have if you're going to be competitive 
in the Grand Prix. Now that Beaulieu 
has provided all of this I just want to 
apply myself 100 percent. 

"Im going to Europe this year to 
build me a reputation. Being a dark 
horse that's capable of winning. This is 
it. 
“I'd like to rank in the top ten GP 
riders this year, and even better. I'm 
not going to set a goal and then once I 
break it think I'm doing better than I 
thought I would. I just want to do the 
best I can do. 

"It takes so much money to go to 
Europe. I can go through $200,000 a 
year over there, no problem. It all 
depends on what kind of economist 
you are. You can buy the best or 
you can economize a little bit and put 
some money in the bank. 

"Im planning on running three 
major 750 International rounds (in 
Italy, France and England) and then 
I'm going to put the 750 over to the 
side and concentrate full bore on the 
500. I want to put all my emphasis and 
concentration on the 500 GPs." 

Singleton's new Suzuki will have its 


own traits, but none that Dale doesn't 
think he can handle. 

"It won't be hard to get used to the 
Suzuki. It'll take a little time to get 
used to its characteristics, but it'll be 
worth it." 

Will American fans be able to get 
another dose of Singleton's style as 
they did last year when he showed up 
at the Winston Pro Series National in 
Pocono, Pennsylvania, and dominated 
the field? 

"I want to run as many of the 
Nationals as 1 can. My aftermarket 
sponsors want me to come back and 
win some of them. I'm going to call 
Yamaha and some other people and 
see if I can't try to get some sort of 
money together, some sort of PR 
program. Even if it's just a plane 
ticket. 

"I raced for eight years and didn't 
make a dime. I just smiled a lot. I even 
smiled so much my jaws hurt. Now I 
have to get more professional about 
things and make some money." 

Money comes up frequently in any 
form of racing, and Singleton knows 
it. Most of his funds for his current 
program has been generated through 
Carl Bouckaert of Beaulieu of 
America, a carpet manufacturer, and 
Dale wants to make sure everyone 
knows it. 

"Carl's my major sponsor and funds 
my projects. Cycle racing is the second 
biggest sport in Europe and Carl has 
been an enthusiast for a long time. 
When he came to Dalton (from 
Beaulieu's parent company in 
Brussels, Belgium) he'd heard a lot 
about me and invited me over for 
dinner. He's 26-years-old and has been 
working with his company since he was 
14. 

"Just as an example of what he's 
doing for me, he put in an extra 
$5,000 for expenses for Daytona. It 
costs so much to put things together." 

Singleton has gone through his 
share of mechanics, due in part to his 
quest for perfection. John Redding, 
the tuner behind Singleton's 1981 
Daytona win, has received his share of 
praise from Singleton. Some of his 
other tuners haven't. 

"I'm fed up with egotism. A lot of 
tuners get into that. Being a fine 
mechanic is God's gift. A good 
mechanic is willing to carry on a 
conversation and won't snub you. John 
is a down to earth guy and gets the job 
done right. The amount of work it 
takes doesn't matter. He builds a 
motorcycle right and everything else 
comes second. I guess he's sort of like 
me in a way." 

Team Jesus stickers have appeared 
on Dale's bikes, and in Daytona's 
winner's circle this year Singleton gave 
credit to God for his win. Religion is a 
part of Singleton's mental game plan. 

"I know there's God in heaven and 
he looks after everybody. Sometimes 
people ask me why I race and if I'm 
not afraid I'm going to get killed doing 
it. Well, when God chooses for me to 
go and my time is up, it won't matter 
what I’m doing or where I am. 

“My mom was listening to the 200 
on the radio and was praying for me 
through the final laps. When I came 
in and saw my tire was chunked up, 
my mother and I knew I had finished 
the 200 on a prayer. I've been brought 
up as a Christian and there is nothing 
in life without it.” 

Singleton’s 200 win was far from 
uneventful. The biggest factor 
involved that could have caused his 
demise was the badly deteriorated 
front tire that carried Dale to the 
checkered flag. 

“Towards the end of the race I knew 
something was going on. I was braking 
100 yards sooner into turn one and I 
was breaking the front end loose. I 
steered into the slide just a bit and was 
actually impressing myself. I knew 


there were only a couple of guys |  - 
capable of doing that without PRESENTS THE 6th ANNUAL 
crashing.” 

The Tes incident that marred a 
perfect day for Singleton was when he 
came in for his first gas stop and slid . 
past his crew due to gas on the track 
from Cory Ruppelt’s gas stop seconds 
before. 

“T lost seconds because of that. I had 
worked my way up, and then I came in 
for that gas stop. I was coming down 
pit row and then I saw the gas. I tried 
to miss it but couldn't and boy did I 
feel stupid. I ran right past the pit, 
and you know a road racer isn't the 
easiest thing to turn back around. I 
could have waited there and my pit 
crew would have come to me, but 
instead I slammed it down a gear ran 
back out onto the track. Schlachter 
got 20 seconds on me there.” 

Though Dale . has gained 
recognition and prestige from his 
Daytona accomplishments, he still 
keeps his talent level in perspective. 
Kenny Roberts, the king of road 
racing and three-time 500cc World 
Champion, said Singleton was his only 
worry at Daytona. Dale took the 
comment with a grain of salt. 

"Kenny knows I'm по threat. ' 
There's not another person alive with 
his capabilities. He's God's gift to road 
racing, and maybe someday ГИ be 
able to fill his shoes. That’s my big 
ambition in life, and Гуе never been а 
failure at anything I tried to do.” 

When Dale's at Daytona you'll 
always see-or hear--an entourage of 
fans from his hometown of Dalton. It's 
all a part of the overall race program-- 
and winning. 

"They give me electricity. It sure 
feels good to have them around. At the 
200 I've developed a bunch of fans and 
I try to put on a good show and keep 
things interesting for them. 

“The phone's been ringing off the 
wall and it's great, but the best part of 
it is the recognition Carl Bouckaert 
and Beaulieu is getting. They've done TSMC 3 200. 5E T

SCORE Mexicali 250 


Baker and 
Balentine 
thump ‘em

MEXICALI, B.C., MEXICO, MAR. 21 


Al Baker (who hasn’t ridden a SCORE race in 
many a year) and Bob Balentine (who’s never 
won a SCORE race overall) teamed up on a 
Mugen/Honda XR500 thumper, capitalized on 


some bad luck that befell the 
earlier leaders and roared home 
the Class 22 and overall winners 
of the SCORE Mexicali 250 in 
4:23:32.67. 


Second overall, surprisingly, went to 


14 Kent and Scott Pfeiffer on a Premier 


Yamaha YZ250. At the finish, many 
felt that the brothers might have gotten 
the overall on elapsed time as the 250s 
started behind the Open bikes. The 
official results and times posted later, 
however, showed them finishing 25.86 
seconds behind Baker and Balentine. 
Their 4:23:58.53 easily gave them the 
Class 21 victory. 


Balentine rode the thumper from 
the start to the halfway point — Check- 
point 2 at El Chinero — before handing 
it over in fifth place to Baker. The 
only thing that seemed to bother the 
lead-off rider was the dust. “I came to 
where it (the course) comes along the 
pavement, and I'm just idling down 
there; I couldn't see!” said Balentine. 


When Baker came into the finish, 
he held his left shoulder, alternately 
grimacing and grinning at the thought 
they might have won. “I bailed bad; I 
hit a rock so hard, man! The front 
wheel hit it one way, the rear wheel hit 
it the other way and, man, I went 
three times in the air, over,” Baker 
said about the only real problem he 
had during his ride. A hospital check 
later revealed that the shoulder was 
badly bruised and not dislocated.” 


“There were two Huskys in front of 
me, and they were taking some lines I 
hadn't seen before, and I followed 'em," 
Baker said. One of the Huskys was rid- 
den by Brent Wallingsford who got the 
lead on time before Tres Pozos. 
“Truthfully, Wallingsford should have 
won,” admitted Baker. 

The reason Wallingsford didn’t win 
was a flat which led to a rough get-off 
on the pavement and a dramatic finish. 
The rear tire went flat about 12 miles 
from the finish, but Wallingsford kept 
going, confident he could protect the 
two-minute lead he had. 


When he got onto the pavement for 
the last couple of miles to the finish, 





though, the tire came apart, whipping 
his lower back and gouging a large 
chunk of the seat. 

“Well, the tire locked up the rear 
wheel and threw me off on the pave- 
ment. It was like a road racer. I was 
just slidin’ — the bike was right next to 
me — I bet I slid for a hundred feet.” 

The crash destroyed the bike’s rear 
wheel. All the spokes were bent and 
broken, the rim crumpled and the 
chain had worn in half in one spot 
where it slid along the pavement. Wal- 
lingsford’s jersey was torn in many 
places and his forearms bled. He was 
still determined to salvage whatever he 
could get, however, and literally 
pushed the wrecked bike the final half 
mile to the finish for a 4:35:30.36, 
second in Class 22 and fourth bike 
(fifth vehicle) overall on elapsed time. 

Another of the early leading contend- 
ers struck by bad luck was the Up-Tite 
Husky entry ridden by Jim Fishback 
and Steve Bauer. Fishback reported, 
"I seized it right off the start, but got it 
going. I just cruised to the gun club; I 
kept getting tired. Then after that, I 
started riding harder and I had a good 
ride through the sand. It handled real 
good." 

On the long paved section (the San 
Felipe Highway) after Checkpoint 1, 
Fishback demonstrated an unusual 
riding style. Instead of tucking in like 
a half-miler or road racer, he elected 
to lay prone on the seat with his feet 
stretched out, dangling behind the 
rear fender. "You gain a lot of speed 








going like that. I could pass him (the 
Rude Rod Racing Yamaha ridden by 
Rodney and Kevin Andrade that Fish- 
back was drafting at that point) and 
pull away from him like that and then 
when I'd sit up and tuck down normal, 
he'd pass me back." 

Fishback handed the bike over to 
Bauer (riding his first SCORE race) 
who kept the pace up until his rear 
wheel caught some wire, tangling up 
so tight that he had to stop and remove 
the wheel before he could start to clear 
the mess. That effectively killed their 
chances, and they finished sixth in 
class. 

The Honda Hollywood CR450R of 
Bill Robertson and Morgan Malocco 
was the first bike through Checkpoint 
1 physically but had a flat. Fishback 
reported catching Malocco in a sand- 
wash just after getting out of Oasis. 

Another pre-race favorite was the 
Chuck Miller/Bruce Ogilvie team on a 
Yamaha Motor Corp. YZ465H. Un- 
fortunately, Miller barely got a chance 
to warm up as gremlins caused the 
generally bullet-proof transmission to 
go out after some 30 miles. 

Mark Miller and Chuck Rush on a 
Southwest M/C Sales/Sportsman Cycle 
Husky finished third in class with a 
4:37:02.70. Crashes slowed both riders 
down. “The Mexicans built a mound 
near El Chinero and I endoed on it,” 
said Rush. Miller had trouble recalling 
things after his crash. “I was KO'ed at 
Cohabuzo in a flip. I don’t remember 
the flip and I don’t remember getting 
back up and riding again,” he said. “I 
awoke later on the bike in a fog. I 
know I was second overall when I fell 
and I awoke in fourth.” 

For the Class 21 (and nearly the over- 
all) winners, it was a good, fast ride. 
“We had no get-offs, no problems 
other than the bike wouldn't run real 
well at the top end," said Kent Pfeiffer. 


When asked at the finish if he 
thought they had the overall, Scott re- 
plied, “It looks like it's possible. If not, 
we didn't lose it by much." 

Kent said, "I didn't even know we 
might have won overall until I got 
here. It'd be pretty bitchin' if we did. 
The only thing that bothered me was 
the center knobs (on the rear tire) were 
gone." 

Scott rode the second half of the 
race with the tire in that condition. 
After El Chinero, "We were pretty 
close to some of the overall leaders at 
that point and that's another reason 
why we didn't change the tire. We 
figured, 'If we want it, we've got to go 
right now!’ so we did." 

American Honda CR250R- 
mounted Jeff Kaplan and Bill Tarling 
finished second in class, third overall, 
in 4:29:07.96. Kaplan reported riding 
from Cohabuzo to the finish on two 
flats he got when he hit rocks following 
Scott Pfeiffer’s dust. They had no 
spares, and it slowed them considerably 
on the last leg. 

Class 20 saw another Pfeiffer emerge 
victorious as Kurt teamed with Mike 
Goodwin on a Premier Yamaha for the 
only 125cc finish under five hours 
(4:51:10.12). “We were down by three 
minutes at first and got to the bottom, 
and I don't know what's going on now 
because they're not finished yet,” said 
Pfeiffer as he waited at the finish for 
the next 125. 

The man they worried about most 
was early class leader Bob Maxwell on 
the Quality M/C Service/4-M Co./ 
Dale's Cycle Yamaha. However, Max- 
well reportedly got a flat out of El 
Chinero and later ran out of gas. He 
ended up seventh. 

Montclair Yamaha-mounted Jim 
Mattox and Oren Beck II finished sec- 
ond in 5:02:23.02. Their bike was 
actually a pre-run bike that they got 
from Montclair Yamaha and race 
prep ed at the last minute. Originally 

isted as third in 5:02:25.58 was the 





Husky Products/Sportsman Cycle/R.C. 
Builders Husky of Scott Coutts and 
Daryl Folks. However, they were re- 
portedly protested for being over the 
displacement limit and disqualified 
themselves before a race official mea- 
sured their engine. 

That put Bill Holmes on a water- 
cooled White Cloud Ranch/Pro Circuit/ 
East-West/Anaheim Husky up one 
spot with his 5:14:30.54. 

In Class 30, Steve Bell and Denby 
Dailey led most of the way on their Up- 
Tite Husky. They encountered one flat 
rear tire after the Oasis and Dailey got 
pitched off the bike once in a wash as 
they finished in 4:55:13.37. 

Runner-up Richard Jackson came 
into the finish upset, not at his place or 
time, but at some spectators who built 
some sharp-lipped small jumps in top 
gear, flat out sections. "They had one 
like this," Jackson said motioning with 
his hand to show about a three-foot 
tall hump, "over in the sixth gear 
stuff, and I went over it like good. 
That's the last of it. If they're going to 
try to kill us down here, that's it, man. 
I'll ride if it’s just spectators, but if 
they're trying to kill us, I ain't doing it 
any more." 

Jackson's partner Steve Szckulla had 
a similar incident. "I turned over just 
out of El Chinero. The Mexicans built 
a berm in the middle of a sixth-gear 
road. They got me. My bars were bent 
and my goggles were cracked. I looked 
through spider webs all the way home." 
They got the Kern Sportcycle Husky to 
the finish in 4:57:54.60. 

Kirk Kontilis and Ted Lewis rode a 
Coors/Southwest Yamaha YZ250H in 
their first SCORE race to third in 
5:02:22.22. 

Yamaha-mounted Don Teeter and 
Ron Wilson topped Class 38 in 
5:03:50.4. Second went to Red 
Sanders on another Yamaha in 
5:07.33.66. “Everything went really 
good up until I hit a big rock down 
there and I did a handstand and got 
both knees up here on the handlebars,” 
he chuckled. “I said ‘Oh God, it's all 
over now.’ That’s the only trouble I 
had. Everything went good after that. 
The pit crews did a wonderful job; I 
had a real good ride and I really enjoyed 
it. Except for the handstand. I guess 
everybody gets a few of those, don't 
they?” 

A pair of Honda ATC250Rs ran the 
entire course with Wes Arnold and 
Wess McCoy getting the top spot in 
6:48:40.87. They had one flat and 
were running behind the Robert “Ace” 
Williams/Tracey Dickson three-wheeler 
most of the way. Williams broke an 
axle, though, and the whole rear end 
had to be replaced at Tres Pozos. 

“We got by a couple of Class 8s (big 
trucks) and we're pretty pumped 
about that,” Arnold said. “There 
wasn't much there we couldn't handle. 
We can take them (trucks) in most 
cases in the tough stuff and our top 
speed is 75 to 80.” ®

Ex-AMA dirt-tracker Richard Washer makes his living these days building racing 
frames and straightening street bike frames т Seattle, Washington. His company ts 
called Wasco Frame Service, and the street bike frame straightening is the most 
profitable thing it does. But Washer’s first love, as always, ts racing. Espectally 
when tt comes to building special frames for 500cc single-cylinder engines, frames 


meant to be road raced. 


You have this 500 Honda road racer 
project. What is the point? What are 
you trying to accomplish with this 
project? 

It started out because I wanted to 
build something different. And I 
wanted to build something that was 
fun. Several years ago I entered a six- 
hour race and we had a failure due to 
complicated mechanical problems 
that came about as a result of having 
to have a four-cylinder motorcycle 
perform all of its functions properly 
and have all four carburetors 
synchronized, etc. And of being able 
to afford it. 

I had reached a period in my life 
when I knew that there wasn't a lot of 
money in road racing. The most I 
knew I would ever get out of it was the 
enjoyment of doing it. So I felt that a 
500 single would be the kind of thing 
that a regular guy could afford to 
maintain and be able to take to the 
races every week and have fun and not 
cause himself to go broke. Most people 
can't afford to maintain a four- 
cylinder motorcycle. If they think they 
can, they should just try it sometime. 
Not very many people make as much 
money as it costs to maintain a 
superbike. 

So that's where we started. Also, I 
had in my head that we could win a 
six-hour race with a single-cylinder 
engine, by not having to make a pit 
stop every hour, or every hour and a 
half, by being able to go a longer 
distance with less complications. Tire 
wear factors and gas are big problems 
with the big bikes. Also, being an 
independent, I have a limited budget. 
I can afford to build a single cylinder 
engine and maintain it properly, keep 
the good tires on it, keep it in good 


* running order, take it apart after every 


race and inspect it. Those were the 
things I found 1 couldn't do with a 
four cylinder motor, because I didn't 
have the time to maintain it. 

From the business viewpoint, I felt 
that a single cylinder bike would be a 
salable item because most people 


could afford to maintain it. Which is 
why I'm now selling frame kits for 
most of the big singles, including the 
Honda, the Yamaha, the Suzuki. I'll 
have a Can-Am frame soon. 

Have you had a chance to test your 
theory in practice? 

Sure. We came damn near to winning 
the 1980 Portland Six Hour. The only 
thing was that we invited John Ulrich 
of Cycle World to ride with Bruce 
Lind and Steve Shafer. John rode first, 
hadn't been on the bike before, and he 
couldn't get it started. When he finally 
got going everybody was long gone, 
but he caught up and was actually 
fifth and gaining by the 10th lap. 
Then he crashed and lost a bunch of 
laps pushing it in. By the time we got 
going again we were 20 laps behind. 
But by the finish we had unlapped 
ourselves 11 times and finished fourth 
overall, first 600cc. 

Bruce has also ridden the bike in 
several club races and has done real 
well. Bruce is actually the one who got 
me involved in road racing. We've 
lived close to each other for many 
years and known each other, even 
though he was a road racer only and I 
was a dirt tracker only. Our paths 
crossed because we did business with 
the same motorcycle shops and knew 
the same riders. I found that as I grew 
older, more and more of my friends 
were getting involved in road racing as 
well. People that I knew, like Steve 
Baker, became a road racer after 
being a dirt track racer. And my 
friend Gene Romero was a dirt tracker 
and a road racer. But mainly Bruce got 
me interested, by asking me to do 
some work on his roadracer. 1 became 
intrigued. After going to the road 
races a few times, I started having 
ideas of my own, just like in dirt track. 
It was mostly curiosity. I set out to try 
things to see if they would work, and 
one thing led to another just like in 
dirt track. 

I started making frames when I was 
in dirt track. When I started racing 
dirt track in the 1960s, there wasn't 
much available and..everybody sort of 








worked better because they had 
different frame geometry. Mostly their 
bikes were shorter and had steeper 
steering head angles than the bikes 
that we were using. When I was a 
novice, I had a CL72 Honda and I 
started cutting on it and making it 
work better for myself. When I 
became a Junior, I got а stock 
Triumph and I thought it worked 
pretty good, but as soon as I got the 
money Í figured I'd buy a real racing 
frame. 

As soon as Í got an extra $400 I got a 
racing frame and the first thing 1 
found out was that it didn't work as 
good as my stock Triumph frame. I set 
out to find out why and that led to 
building my own frames. I started 
doing modifications on my own stuff 
to find out what worked. I tried to 
change one thing at a time so I could 
make an accurate analysis of what Í 
did. After I did some things to my 
bikes and made them work better for 
me, other people asked me to do those 
same things to their bikes and one 
thing led to another. It started out 
doing modifications and then building 
swingarms and then building complete 
frames and that's how it got going. 
Were you self-educated as a frame 
builder? 

Yes, to the point that I learn by doing, 
but I also studied as much as I could 
on the subject. I was very fortunate 
because where I came from, a small 
town, it was very important to them 
that every kid learn math. They always 
gave you tests in the local schools and 
sort of forced you ahead of yourself. I 
was one of those kids that have 
geometry in the eighth grade and 
trigonometry in the ninth grade and 
from there college algebra and 
physics. Anyway, I didn't realize the 
importance of it at the time, but then 
as time went by, I saw that everything 
I was doing was math. I guess that the 
best education I had was just simple 
mathematics. When you get around 
racing circles you find that very few 

eople know the numbers that make a 
feelable difference in the wheelbase, 
fork angle, swingarm pivot 
relationship to countershaft sprocket 
and axle, gearing differences, how to 
split gearing differences. Those things 
that I found to be normal everyday 
items, a lot of people didn’t grasp. 








That gave me an advantage I needed 
because I wasn't one of these guys who 
have a lot of natural racing ability. I 
started racing when I was a teenager 
and didn’t start racing professionally 
until I was 21. Most other guys had 
three years of racing experience on 
me. The thing that made a difference 
for me was that my bike worked 
better. 

I still have an advantage, even 
though it’s now in the frame building 
business instead of racing on the track. 
I've learned more from straightening 
frames than I have from building 
them. Straightening frames gave me 
an opportunity that other frame 
builders don't have. It gave me the 
Opportunity to test the torsional 
rigidity of the entire frame structure. I 
found out a lot of things about frames 
that are good and things that were 
bad. Things like why they bent where 
they bent. I made my own device to 
test the torsional rigidity of a frame. 
It's simply a matter of tying the 
steering head solidly and being able to 
flex the motorcycle at the rear axle 
and test the flex in pounds with a 
simple dial indicator at different 
positions on the frame. I found that 
there were a lot of answers to torsional 
rigidity. 

I also found the reason that a lot of 
frames seem to be hard to ride. A lot 
of frames that are hard to ride are also 
very springy. They were made of good 
steel, but they weren't tied together 
very well. So they would bend a long 
ways before they would stay bent. The 
problem was that when you were 
riding that kind of frame, it would 
have a tendency to want to flex like 
that, and they would wobble. 

I think back on how I spent money 
that I really couldn't afford on racing 
frames that I thought were going to 
put me in the winner's circle and they 
actually made it more difficult for me 
to get around! That's why! That's why 
I went back to my thick-wall, water- 
pipe-frame that came stock on 
Triumphs, and started doing 
modifications on my Triumph, one 
thing at a time. Steering head only, 
not changing the trail. It’s very 
difficult to change the angle of the 
steering head without changing the 
trail. It's practically impossible unless 
you're willing to change the clamps at 
the same time. Most people don't 
realize that when you change the angle 
of the steering head, you're testing 
several things. You don't know if you 
like the bike better because it has a 
steeper head angle, or because the 
front wheel's heavier, or because it has 
a shorter wheelbase. 

You've really tested three things all 
at once. 

You might find that if you change 
the steering head angle and don't 
change the wheelbase that you've 
actually made an accurate test, a test 
of the effect of changing the steering 
head angle only. It's very hard for an 
individual to do that himself unless he 
has a frame jig and some equipment 
and a lot of curiosity and a lot of time. 

When I started working on my own 
frame, I was working at the time as a 
welder and a fabricator. I used to 
build Loomis armored cars and also 
fire engines. They меге very 
interesting projects because they were 
the kind of thing you worked on for a 
year at a time. Just by being around 
and meeting people who had 
experience in engineering, in actually 
engineering products, _structual 
engineering, 1 found out things, and I 
would try things based on what I 
found out. 


Moving from the past to the present, 
your frames have round tubing 
swingarms. Why aren't they 
rectangular in cross section? 


I had made rectangular swingarms, 
and rectangular swingarms are much

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easier to construct. But my tests 
showed that rectangular swingarms 
weren't as strong, torsionally, as round 
swing arms. The first test that I did 
myself was simply to take a 20-inch 
length of tubing and weld it solidly to 
a piece of very thick angle iron which I 
had held in my vise. I welded a large 
diameter nut to the other end. I used a 
big truck torque wrench and put a 
pointer and indicator on the end of the 
tubing. I took the torque wrench and 
pulled on it to 150, 200 pounds and 
saw by looking at the pointer how 
much the tube would twist. That way I 
was able to test the twist of the tube 
only and not anything else. 

You'll also notice that the rear axles 
on my swing arms aren't attached by 
flat plates. I try to get ahold of the 
tubes as good as I can, so the ends of 
my tubes are mitered and fitted more 
like a Maico swingarm. 

Anyway, most of my swingarms are 
oval in cross section, not round. 
Rectangular cross section material is 
better as far as one side bending 
upwards, by itself. But in a swingarm, 
if you get ahold of the end of it solidly, 
it cannot flex unless it can twist. So I 
use oval because its better in a 
torsional application. People may read 
this and say that 'Oh, he's all washed 
up'. But I have done these things, and 
I can prove what I say. I went far 
enough to make the test. I think that's 
the thing tHat makes the difference. 


Let's say just for the sake of 
discussion that you were asked to 
build a frame for a large, four- 
cylinder motorcycle. How would you 
figure out what the geometry of the 
frame should be? 

By making ап educated guess. 
Anytime you do something like this, 
you have to make a guess. Let's face it, 
the approach that the Big Four 
manufacturers take are all quite 





different. Kawasaki has a tendency to 
use a steep steering head angle, about 
26°. Most of the Yamahas and Hondas 
are more like 28°. Some bikes handle 
better at lower speeds, some bikes 
handle better at higher speeds. What I 
do is copy. I copy what I think is the 
best approach to the problem. I'm not 
afraid to say that on my frame there 
are things that Doug Schwerma did, 
and that there are things that the 
Rickman brothers have done. If I see 
something that I like, I'll try it out, 
and if it works, I'll use it on my frames. 
There isn't any one thing on my frame 
that's like another manufacturer's, but 
Im kind of a nut about having 
everything connected together real 
tight. I like a stiff, stiff swingarm. I 
always use Timken bearings on the 
swingarm pivot, because they just 
work better, especially under side load 
applications. It's surprising that 
Yamaha road racers have come with 
needle thrust bearings along with 
needle bearings for many, many years. 
But none of the manufacturers have 
ever put needle thrust bearings on the 
side of their swingarms because who 
cares if it works when you're going 
around the banking at 150 mph? 
They're never going to get ridden like 
that. And if they are, it's because some 
jerk's in over his head. So, they put 
needle bearings in the swingarm pivot 
because it's a selling point. Not 
because they work better than bronze 
bushings. That's pretty much the way 
most things go. You have to be able to 
sell it. 


My frames have always been high- 
priced, compared to other frames. My 
Triumph frames sold for $1000 six 
years ago. I haven't sold very many 
Triumph frames. But the people who 
have them appreciate them. The 
frames have a lot of features that are 
different from anybody else's Triumph 











frame. 

So I guess the answer to your 

question is that what I would do in my 
four-cylinder frame is attempt to 
handle the inadequacies, the 
shortcomings of other frames as best I 
could and not worry about retail cost. 
What about actual research? 
I find that every day that I'm alive, I 
go to school. I always try to learn 
something. I try to associate with 
people who can teach me something. 
That's one of the reasons why Bruce 
Lind rides my road racers. He goes out 
on the road race course, rides five laps 
of practice, comes in, and tells me 
something that I can use to actually 
make an improvement on my bike and 
make it work better. 

Many of the people I've had ride my 
bikes have been jets or hot shoes, full 
of natural ability, but unable to tell 
me anything except that it works or it 
doesn’t work. They couldn’t work on 
one thing at a time. 

I have found that hanging around 
people like Bob Work and Bruce, 
people who have been around for a 
while, gives me an eduation in this 
field that could never be reached in 
any formal course of study. 

What is the geometry of your 500’s 
frame? 

This bike has almost 26° of rake the 
way it’s set up now, and it has four 
inches of trail, but trail varies by 
which position the rear shocks are in, 
what size tires we run and how much 
the forks are slid up or down. The 
wheelbase can vary from 52.5 to 54.5, 
and it’s at about 53 inches right now. 

I've found that on a motorcycle 
that’s straight and light like this one, 
the trail isn’t as important as the 
wheelbase itself. If you make the 
wheelbase long enough, you can make 
almost any bike handle slow enough 
that the average rider will be able to 
deal with it. What I like to do is get the 
bike to handle as good as it can with as 
short a wheelbase as possible. Because 
the shorter the wheelbase the faster it 
can go around a small radius turn. If 
you look at the factory road racers, 
they are almost always shorter and 
lighter and quicker handling than the 
motorcycles that are sold to the public. 
Thats because. people like Kenny 
Roberts and Steve Baker, Johnny 
Cecotto can handle a bike that handles 
quick, because their reflexes are 
quick. They are people who have a 
very high level of natural ability. The 
average person probably couldn't ride 
Kenny Roberts' motorcycle if you gave 
him a week to practice. 

When you say average person, do you 
mean the average street rider? Or the 
average racer? 

I mean the average racer. The average 
racer never makes the main event in a 
dirt track race and in a road race is 
getting lapped after the fifth lap. 
Don't get me wrong. A lot of the things 
on the motorcycle can be appreciated 
by everyone. The light weight, the 
straightness and the trueness of the 
chassis. The straightness and trueness 
of the wheels, the power. But as far as 
handling goes, the average rider is 
better off with a little longer 
wheelbase, a little longer rake, and the 
average rider is also more comfortable 
with different peg positioning and 
handlebar positioning. Factory racers 
use different clip ons than the bikes 
that they sell to the public. Because 
the factory riders feel comfortable 
tucked in with their hands laid so 
that they have less leverage on the bars 
but their bikes go straight. And their 
wheels are always adjusted straight. 
And they don't have to always pull on 
the bars. When they're riding down 
the track, they're part of the 
motorcycle. They aren't forcing the 
motorcycle to do anything for them. 
They're just looking where they want 
to go, and the motorcycle is going 











where they look. 
Now, at Laguna Seca, Gene (Romero) 
was having to force his bike around. 


Gene had been turning consistent 
1:12s in practice and he wanted to get 
down to 1:09s, 1:10s, down there with 
the fast guys and he couldn't do it. He 
was really upset with himself because 
he has sat on the pole there before. 

I looked at the bike and the first 
thing I noticed was that the frame was 
bent from his crash at Loudon. I 
didn’t want to say anything to Gene 
because I knew it would upset him, 
but it was bent badly enough that I 
thought that it wasn't safe. It was bent 
far enough to the left that it didn’t 
want to turn left. It just wanted to fall 
to the right and it was going to be 
heavy steering. So I took Don (Vesco, 
Romero’s tuner in 1980) aside and I 
asked him to look at it and he said, 
yeah, it was bent. I told him that I 
thought that there were a couple of 
ways to handle it and that even if we 
didn't do anything else we should cock 
the rear wheel, even if it meant 
misaligning the chain slightly, so it 
wouldn't want to fall to the right and 
turn hard to the left, because Laguna 
has almost all left-hand turns. 
Anyway, Don looked at it and the next 
day brought the bike to the track with it 
the same way as it was the day before. 
He wouldn't even cock the rear wheel 
because he didn't want the chain to be 
rubbing on the swingarm. Myself, I 
think it would have been better to beat 
the swingarm in with a hammer and 
cock the rear wheel and chew up the 
rear sprocket, if that's what it took. 
You have to have the sprocket quite a 
bit out of alignment before you'll have 
the chain come off. 

Anyway, believe it or not, between 
the first and second legs Steve 
McLaughlin happened to walk up and 
look at Romero's frame. Steve just 
couldn't stand not telling him, and 
that's how Romero found out that his 
frame was bent. 

I had quite a fight with my 
conscience because I like Gene, and I 
felt that it wasn't safe but at the same 
time I didn't feel it was my place to 
interfere because I didn’t have 
anything to do with that relationship. 
So I had to decide whether or not to 
tell Gene that his frame was bent or 
whether to try to deal with Don. I 
thought that the right thing was to talk 
to Don about it and that’s what I did. 
Then McLaughlin comes up and tells 
Romero right before the final leg of 
the race. 

Believe or not, most high speed 
wobbles or other handling problems 
are not caused by bad alignment of the 
wheels as much as they're caused by 
other idiosyncracies like the axles not 
being on the same plane; the wheels 
being out of round, out of true, out of 
bounds; harmonic vibrations. It’s such 
a deep subject that it would keep most 
people busy for a year just figuring out 
the mathematics. Several SAE papers 
go into it in depth and a lot of experts 
on the subject still don’t agree on what 
causes high-speed wobbles. 

What I'm getting at is that it's more 
important to think you've got the right 
tire than it is to have the right tire. 
And it’s more important to think that 
you've got the best motorcycle than it 
is to have the best motorcycle. 

That’s why you can do a lot of 
damage telling someone that their 
frame is bent. Gene's frame was bent, 
but he wasn’t having problems that 
were scary to him. He just couldn't 
figure out why he couldn’t make up 
that time. The answer is simple. The 
bike wanted to fall to the right, and it 
was difficult to turn left. He had to 
work a lot harder than most people to 
go as fast as he was going. 

Of course, if his bike was straight 
and he was working that hard, it 
would have been another story. Ы

1,000 + storm 
Astrodome GNC Finals

HOUSTON, TX, MAR. 15 


“These kids make it all worth the effort,” 
admitted Team Kawasaki’s Dave Jordan in 
post race philosophizing. “These kids,” and 
others of somewhat larger stature, assembled 


over 1000 strong in the Houston 
Astrodome complex for the Fifth 
Annual GNC International Finals 
to decide the champion in 16 
classifications. 

“The effort” Jordan referred to was 
to coordinate the legions of Team 
Green support riders in their “holy 
war” against the Team Yamaha 
factory support hordes. Each army 
could boast of 17 fully supported 
riders equally divided between the 
mini and motorcycle classes. 
Representing Team Honda was one 
lone soldier, but he proved to have 
quite a cannon to fire with. 

The Superbowl of Amateur 
Supercross, as the GNC Final is 
known, is in its fifth year of 
competition and has always received 
vast support from the motorcycle 
industry. The sponsors for 1981 
included Bel-Ray Oil, Bosch Spark 
Plugs, US Rentals, Hannah Racing 
Products and Roto Guide Porting 
Tools. The rewards for the riders were 
as spectacular as ever: Six foot, three 
inch first-place trophies trailing down 
to every finisher in the top ten, and 
several thousand -dollars in Expert 


cash. But the most alluring incentive ` 


for the riders was to earn or keep that 
factory support ride. Each GNC Final 
has developed its own character in past 
years; there was no question about the 
make-up of this year’s race. Thirty-five 
(only five in 1980) full support class 
riders lined up for the Finals and they 
were just as quick to announce that 
they were a part of Team Kawasaki or 
Team Yamaha as would Warren Reid 
or Broc Glover. The lines were clearly 
drawn. 

Mickey Pizzitola from Houston, 
gave Team Green its biggest win by 
taking the 250cc Expert class champion- 
ship. Pizzatola, the first Expert rider 








to ever win two ‘Dome titles in the sam 
night (1979), was thankful of sponsors 
Dave Jordan of Team Kawasaki, Jack 
Cotton of Pasadena Kawasaki and 
Howard Racing in victory circle. 


But Mickey seemed to need all the 
help he could get in the first three laps 
of the final. “I was sure I was going 
down, too,” said the winner about a 
first lap crash that changed the scope 
of the race. After Team Green's 
California connection Curt 
McCuistion and two other riders 
crashed out on the front straight, the 
pack roared into the infield section of 
the course with Billy Liles from 
Georgia leading Kawasaki teamsters 
Pizzitola and Wendell Simmons from 
Louisiana and Yamaha ace Scooter 
Bates, also from Louisiana. 


The plot thickened when Liles 
unloaded trying to cross a stair-step 
jump and his machine took out Bates 
while his flying body almost torpedoed 
Pizzitola's Kawasaki. When the smoke 
had cleared, Team Green had three of 
its riders out front. Pizzitola led 
Arkansas's Phil Reed and Simmons, 
and for the remainder, the top 
positions never changed. Reed and 
Simmons pressured Pizzitola hoping 
fora cesi а that never came, and the 
Texas rider picked up his third 
championship. 


Closer to the front, Johner Kight on 
the factory Yamaha tucked into the 
draft of the EC Birt Yamaha of Texas 
great Danny Storbeck and they passed 
Team Missouri and started to run 
down Latham. At the halfway point 
leaders Latham, Storbeck and Kight 
all looked a bit wild but were having a 
great dice. Abernathy carried his 
support Yamaha around Team 
Green's Peters and Harrington as that 
three-way battle inched closer towards 
the leading trio. 








With two laps to go, Latham stalled 
his machine and Storbeck took over, 
but his glory was short-lived. Kight 
slipped around the Texan for the win. 
Abernathy set up Latham on the final 
lap to grap third position for Team 
Yamaha. 

The Minibike Junior race was 
predicted to be and in reality was a 
two-rider death struggle. Keith 
Turpin from Forest Park, GA on his 
factory Kawasaki was the pre-race 
favorite in the minds of most 
observers. Eddie Vreeland from Pear- 
land, TX was one of many young 
riders soundly defeated by Turpin 
when he won the 50cc GNC Champion- 
ship in 1979. But Vreeland’s talent 
had kept pace with his desire for 
revenge over the past two years. It was 
time for a showdown. 

Sponsored by “Good Ol’ Dad” and 
riding a Yamaha, Vreeland grabbed 
the lead with  Turpin's factory 
Kawasaki right behind. The race was 
on! For two laps, Vreeland held his 
line while Turpin sized him up. The 
Georgian made his move in a tight 
right-hander attempting to stuff inside 
Vreeland, but the Texan refused to 
give ground. Instead, Trupin slid 
down but rapidly. remounted his 
machine and in one lap had closed to 
within an inch of Vreeland's fender. 

Turpin's second attempt at a pass 
came on the final lap when he tried to 
pass underneath the Yamaha rider on 
the slippery back straight that doubled 
as the start. Again Turpin went down 
and this time for good as he was 
helped from the track after the fall. 
No other riders were even in 
contention for the lead and Vreeland 
rolled home the big winner with the 
factory Yamaha of Ronnie Tichenor 
from Florida a distant second. For 
Vreeland, who had been passed over 
when the support rides were handed 
out, it was sweet revenge indeed. 

"Flyin' Bryan" Taylor of Bandera, 
TX was the sole representative of 
Team Honda at the ‘Dome, and when 
he lined up for the 125cc Expert final, 
he was lost in the army of green and 
yellow warriors, but he made the red, 
white and blue quite prominent in the 
race. Taylor holeshot the start and 
never looked back. For four laps of the 
seven-lap final, Taylor held a tenable 
lead over Kyle Landrum from Texas 








on a Howard Racing Suzuki and Greg 
Fouts from Texas on a Yamaha 
support bike. 

This was quite a show until Fouts 
and Landrum tangled together under 
a bridge and Taylor was home free. 
Landrum managed to fight his way 
back into seventh at the finish, but 
Fouts dropped out of the top ten. 

As Taylor — a previous GNC 
champ as a minibiker — styled to the 
finish, the rest of the pack was 
deciding the issue of the runner-up 
positions. Joe Burke from Kansas on a 
Suzuki and Curt McCuiston on the 
Team Green entry assumed the second 
and third spots following the Fouts- 
Landrum incident and stayed there to 
the flag, finishing about six seconds 
behind Taylor. 

Randy Shekell from Missouri held 
fourth until the final lap when he 
crashed and relinquished the spot to 
Yamaha support rider Clay Hoenshell 
from Oklahoma. Wendell Simmons 
from Louisiana pushed his Team 
Green machine past Yamaha support 
rider Terry Thomas from Texas for 
the fifth spot. Taylor, who smiles 
about as much as he loses, rarely, 
accepted his trophy for Team Honda 
in the classic Taylor style — no words, 
he had made his speech out on the 
track where everybody was listening. 

The Open Expert class was curiously 
devoid of any factory support riders 
(already we expect too much), but 
nevertheless was a fine battle fought by 
three riders the entire distance. After 
the meat grinder first turn had 
eliminated four riders, the action 
whittled down to leader Jim Thomas 
from Oklahoma on a Yamaha and 
pursuers Jimmy Sandvig from Texas 
on a Suzuki and Pete Watson from 
Kansas on a Yamaha. 

On lap two, Watson picked off 
Sandvig and waited for his chance to 
pass Thomas. Two laps later, 
opportunity knocked. Thomas got a 
bit out of shape over a small jump and 
Watson sprang to the lead. 

Despite the fact that Watson almost 
bailed off himself on the final lap, 
Thomas was in no position to counter- 
attack because he was engaged in a 
serious duel with Sandvig for second. 
The top three crossed the finish line 
within a second of each other. Fourth 
place went to Steve Mulholland from 








Texas who worked his way through the 
pack finally edging out fellow Texan 
Tim Wagner on the last lap. 

In 1978, as part of the California 
invasion that swept the minicycle 
classes that year, Ron Lechien from El 
Cajon won the Junior Minicycle class. 
Ron made his return engagement in 
1981 quite spectacular. Sporting a 
factory Yamaha ride, Lechien won the 
125cc Intermediate class and set the 
fastest lap of the night for all classes. 


The Californian faced a serious 
challenge for the first two laps, 
however, as John Lambert from 
Missouri on a Yamaha traded blow for 
blow with Lechien and held back the 
factory bike until Lechien made a 
gutsy pass over the stair-step jump and 
took over. Running third and fourth 
were. Texans Greg Bonin and Floyd 
Robbins having a tussle of their own 
but several seconds from the leader. 

At the halfway point, the Inter- 
mediates started to get a little crazy. A 
great battle for fouth position 
(Lambert had retired) between three 
riders ended when a chain reaction 
crash eliminated Todd Shirah from 
Florida, Carroll Richardson from 
Texas and Tennessee rider Bobby 
Terrell. 

As Lechien styled to the win for 
Team Yamaha, Bonin and Robbins 
clawed and scratched right down to 
the wire for second and third while 
charging Mike Brown from Texas took 
fourth ahead of Wayne Simmons from 
Louisiana. 

Other than the Expert classes, the 
most important battleground for the 
factory support teams were in the 
minicycle classes. Eight of the 24 riders 
in the Senior Minibike championship 
final sat on support bikes, three 
Yamahas and five Kawasakis. The first 
turn set the scene for the remainder of 
the race. The three Yamaha factory 
bikes of Arizona's Troy Blake, Texan 
Bryan Abernathy and Johner Kight 
from Nevada took the lead while 
Kawasaki's heaviest hitter, Derrick 
Latham from Oklahoma, went down 
in a multi-rider crash. 

Kawasaki's Douglass Harrington 
from Tennessee held fourth, but he 
would lose that position to Yamaha 
rider Danny Storbeck. from Texas. 
After Storbeck disposed of 
Harrington, he set out after the 
leaders and on lap three it was four- 
rider battle. By the final lap, Blake 
had built an insurmountable advantage 
over Abernathy, Kight and Storbeck 
and took the win for Team Yamaha. 

The line-up was similar in the 
Minibike Stock class, but the action 
nearly reversed. This time, Blake 
bailed off in the first turn and was out 
of the race while three Team Green 
machines powered into the lead. 
Derrick Latham took the point over 
Missouri riders Robby Peters and 
Chuck Burgess. But the Yamaha 
contingent was quick to respond after 
losing team leader Blake. Bryan 
Abernathy started to charge from 
mid-pack with Harrington right on his 
rear. 

Ronnie Tichenor from Palm 
Harbor, FL on his Yamaha support 
bike trailed Louisianan Shane 
LeBlanc at the start of 50cc Mini 
Mini, but on lap two, LeBlanc had 
trouble with the front straight and its 
series of jumps and Tichenor took the 
lead. As Tichenor led LeBlanc around 
for the remainder of the race, Texans 
Darrin Champagne and . Blake 
Garland fought through the pack in 
the early laps to run third and fourth. 
At the finish, Tichenor enjoyed about 
a two-second lead over LeBlanc to win 
his second 50cc Championship in a 
row. 

There were no trophies awarded to 
the class that produced the best first 
turn crash, but if there was, the 100cc 
class would take it hands down. Down 








was the dey word here as 16, count 
'em, of the field of 24 hit the ground so 
fast that it appeared that they were 
attacking a machine gun nest. Only 
eight riders survived that initial dis- 
aster to fight for the championship. 

Leading the pack around on the 
first lap was eventual winner Barry 
Henry un Morgan City, LA riding a 
Yamaha. Texans Floyd Robbins and 
Greg Bonin (remember them from 
125cc Intermediate?) continued their 
private war, but this time Robbins 
took the second position and bonin 
third. Other riders who made an 
appearance in the top five were Dan 
Newell from Louisiana who was in first 
until bailing off and Brother Martinez 
from Texas who briefly held third but 
finished fourth. After Newell went 
down on the last lap, Henry coasted 
into the finish line giving the "Bayou 
Battlers" their third straight 100cc class 
'Dome championship. 

Darius Gramley from Harlingen, TX 
repeated as the Astrodome champion 
in the Over 30 class. The Kawasaki 
rider holeshot the start and controlled 
the front position until lap three when 
he stalled his bike giving the lead to 
Kenny Butler from Oklahoma. 
Butler's lead was brief, however, as 
Gramley repassed for good on the 
same lap. Meanwhile, Billy Click from 
Texas, the Over 30 champion in 1978 
and 1979, was recovering from a 
miserable start and blasting through 
traffic but ran out of laps and finished 
fifth, narrowly missing fourth place 
rider Roy McCalvin from Georgia. 
Butler took second with Texan Jake 
Warren third. 

Kathy Holman from Houston, who 
made Astrodome history in 1979 as the 
first female to win an Astrodome 
motocross, again made GNC history 
by becoming the first rider to ever win 
the same class three years іп 
succession. The Ladies Division 
Championship win for the Honda 
rider was a near repeat of the previous 
two: No problem! "Holeshot" Holman 
did exactly that and roared off to the 
win by a comfortable margin over 
Texan Patti Sumerall and Donna 
Nearn from Tennessee. 

As for the final scorecard, the 
factories did quite well. Team 
Yamaha collected four wins by their 
support riders, three in the minibike 
classes. Privateer Yamahas added 
another four championships to that 
total. Team Kawasaki managed but 
one win, but a privateer Kawasaki 
added another. Team Honda showed 
up with only one entry and it was a 
winner. Two other Honda riders, non- 
factory affiliated, won championships. 
No support rides by Suzuki were 
present, but two riders used the yellow 
and blue to win their GNC champion- 
ships. .

In New 
York City, they helped stop a surprise bill 
which would have banned nighttime bike 
riding. A court injunction sought by the 
AMA is the only reason you can ride a 
bike through St. Louis, Missouri city 
parks-and most of the city's main roads 
go through them. 

Trail riders, who accourit for a meager 
14 percent of the AMA's members, can 
count the AMA's Government Relations 
Department as an important ally in the 
constant battle against land closure 
across the country. The AMA also step- 
ped in when Wisconsin tried to take *2 
million from the off-road vehicle fund 
and put it in a general transportaion fund 
and when Pennsylvania threatened to 
ban organized activities which would 
have included enduros and poker runs. 
They also saved you a few bucks by per- 
suading the IRS to make the sales tax on 
bike purchases deductible on your in- 
come tax."

builds new trails

Some years back Washington dirt bikers lob- 
bied an excellent ORV law through the state 
legislature. Now, after a modest beginning the 
years of hard work are starting to pay some 


welcome dividends. On Nov. 18, 
1980 the Interagency Committee 
for Outdoor Recreation allocated 
$2,141,807 of state ORV funds 


to a variety of projects slated for de- 
velopment in 1981. Overall, the funds, 
which come from the pockets of ORV 
recreationists, will provide direct bene- 
fits to those who pay the bill. A lot of 
credit for making sure our bucks are 
well spent has to go to the ORV 
advisory committee that recommends 
whether proposed projects should be 
funded or dropped. When the ORV 
law was amended, rider activists made 
sure that all voting members of the ad- 
visory committee would be ORV recre- 
ationists. 

The more interesting projects include: 
Additional development at Thurston 
County ORV sports park: $289,680. 
This is the first park in the program to 
have a formal racing program. The 
facility gets a lot of use by both dirt 


bike and four wheel drive enthusiasts. 
Even so the development costs have 
been high and riders ought to keep an 
eye on expenditures. Operation and 
rider education costs will run an addi- 
tional $167,971 for 1981-82 — not 
cheap! 

The access road to Yakima County's 
new Sun Target ORV Park will run 
$79,500 plus $120,000 of old ATV 
funds. Off-road riders fought a long, 
hard uphill battle for this much 
needed place to ride. Considering the 
calibre of involved riders and county 
people the odds are that this park is 
going to turn out first class. Give it a 
try. Grand opening will be in the sum- 
mer of 1981. 

Evans Creek ORV area was approved 
for development by Snoqualmie-Mt. 
Baker National Forest at $487,000. The 
project will create a managed motor- 
cycle and four-wheel drive recreation 
use area which will include a camp- 
ground, 40 miles of trail and a vehicle

poing and staging area. Another 
ard won but much needed area. This 
park is located in the heavy use area 
of western Washington. 


For the mountain trail rider the 
Wenatchee National Forest projects 
are in a class by themselves, Consider- 
ing the quality it's small wonder that 
the Cascade Motorcycle Club is pre- 
senting the Wenatchee with a plaque 
recognizing their ' ‘outstanding ORV 
recreation program.” 1981 projects 
include: the Miller-Blewett system, an 
excellent but short trail complex near 
Blewett Pass ($136,540); Manastash 
Ridge trail which is the backbone of 
the Naches-Taneum systems will 
receive $6000 in improvements; Quartz 
Creek trail will benefit from $1000 
worth of work to bypass steep switch- 
backs; planning and construction on 
Pot Peak and Chesapeake Saddle 
($272,254); development of a trail plan 
for the Sawtooth area ($10,850); devel- 
opment of a trail plan for the Lake 
Creek Basin ($22,200); development 
of plans for four-wheel drive trails on 
the Entiat and Levenworth districts 
($4,160). 


Take a look at the complete list of 
1981 ORV projects and see how many 
you have poem helped to get on 
the ground by your phone calls, letters, 
attendance at meetings, etc. It's past 








time for all of us to get involved — the 
program can't survive if so many riders 
continue to be freeloaders. Already 
greedy hikers are said to be casting 
covetous glances at our money. For a 
start you can pick up an application at 
your local dealers and join the North- 
west Motorcycle Association trail divi- 
sion. These folks have worked their 
tails off securing our right to a decent 
place to ride. Membership is three 
bucks per individual or five for the 
family. You'l never find a better 
bargain! 

Taking a close look at the expendi- 
tures it seems like riders are going to 
have to work at getting more of the 
funds into development. The biggest 
need we have is for more facilities; the 
icing can come later! 

If you live in the state of Washington 
and you don't have the places to ride 
that you would like, then give some 
consideration to the state program. 
Money is available to state, federal 
and local agencies. It can be used to 
buy or lease land and to plan construct 
and operate facilities. It's up to riders 
to convince the local bureaucrats to 
apply for the dollars and it usually in- 
volves some hassles. The bottom line is 
that if you want a “Sun Target” in your 
county you can get it — but you have 
to get involved. As they say, you yeap 
what you sow!

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teve Martin makes the French connection

t started out as a vacation of sorts for Steve 
Martin when he, LOP owner Laurens Off- 
ner and teammate Marty Moates headed over 
to France. Canada Dry had put up some bucks 


for Steve and Marty to ride the 
Enduro Touquet in Le Touquet 
on February 15, and it looked to 
be a fun time in Europe for 
Martin after his disappointing second 
overall in the Florida Winter-AMA 
МХ Series 125cc class. 

Martin took second overall in 
France also, but the situation and 
competition were a bit different. 
Instead of an entry list of about 50, 
1200 riders competed. Thirty minute 
plus two lap motos? No way. The first 
moto was two hours and the second 
three hours long on a ten mile course. 
A fine turnout for an outdoor 
Nationa] MX in The States is around 
5,000. 250,000 persons attended the 
Enduro Touquet. The competition 
was also stiffer than Martin contended 
with in Florida. Jean Paul Mingels of 
Luxemborg won the race, and 
Martin’s main dicing partner was 
World Championship MXer Gerard 
Rond. Replace a reverse drop starting 


gate with a ditch on a beach and you 
have the makings of the Enduro 
Touquet. 

“It was crazy!" said Martin 
concerning the start of the race. “They 
just dug a big rut down the beach and 
everyone got behind it. There were 
people three and four bikes deep. 
Then they shot this cannon off and 
everybody just took off. There were 
spectators caught in the middle of the 
beach and 1200 bikes were going right 
by them. They just stopped and stood 
there and we blew by. 

“In the first moto I didn’t get a very 
good start. What happened was the 
cannon never went off. Some guy just 
took off and everybody went. Marty 
and I were sitting there talking. They 
couldn't stop everybody. I took off and 
got going pretty well and then Gerard 
Rond and I were dicin’. I had gotten 
away from him and was in a pretty 
stable third and the pipe (on his 
borrowed Kawasaki KX 420) just 
totally split all the way in half. Then it 





really got slow, really low on power. It 
was never that fast to begin with. Then 
Gerard got by and I ended up fourth. 

“The course was really sandy, even 
more sandy than it is in Florida. They 
call it an enduro, but it's really like a 
hare scrambles. They had a 
straightaway down the beach that was 
four miles long. That was really crazy. 

“1 did better in the second moto. I 
got a pretty good start. Marty got a 
really good start, he was second into 
the first turn. That's really fine out of 
1200 people! I caught up and got into 
the lead a couple laps into the race. 
There were so many lappers your luck 
really counted a lot. It was constant 
people except for the first lap. I came 
around a corner and hit somebody and 
fell, and eventually ended up third. 

“The big thing was it was so sandy 
that the skills I learned in Florida 
really helped out. The conditions were 
even.worse there. 

“It was like I became an instant 
hero. The whole town was behind me. 
We went far away from the race out to 
dinner and still everybody stood up 
and clapped. Racing is so big over 
there. Everything is so professional. 
We were going to press meetings all 
the time.” 

Things came easy and went 
smoothly for Martin, easier and 
smoother than he's used to. Was all 





that glory in a few days easy to walk 
away from? 

“It's kind of tempting to go back. 
Brad (Lackey) was telling me they get 
really big start money just to go. He 
said after how I did in the Enduro 
Touquet I could get some pretty good 
start money in International races.” 

LOP has gained the reputation for 
building some of the finest production 
based racers on the National MX 
circuit today. After mediocre finishes 
last season on the finest LOP had to 
offer, Martin got hot on a stock 
Kawasaki. 

“Winning on that thing was hard. 
Sometimes you think these (LOP's) 
bikes aren't that good but you hop on 
something like a stock bike and you 
learn to appreciate LOP's bikes." 

Now it's time for Martin to get back 
to business in America, and the course 
of business has been far from easy. 
LOP wasn't included in Yamaha's 
budget in 1981, so the search began 
for team bikes. A deal with Honda 
didn't work out, so an arrangement 
with Suzuki was made. Still, no bikes 
have arrived and Martin has relied on 
loan bikes from Cycle Springs Yamaha 
in Florida through the Winter Series 
and Daytona Supercross. 

"It's something I wish we could have 
straightened out and we could have 
gotten our bikes earlier. Laying off

getting a jump. Í need to get used to 
the bikes. I've never ridden a Suzuki 
before, and I really need to get on one 
so I'll be ready for the Nationals. I'm 
sure Laurens will get something going 
right away and build something really 
good." 

The typical MXer's answer to the 
typical question of "What's your goal?" 
is to be a National Champion. Martin 
has that ambition on sight, but 
incorporated a bit of forethought into 
his answer. 

"Maybe I'm not so much after that 
one title. I'd just like to be one of the 
best. I think I have it in me, but with 
me it might take a little longer because 
I'm more of a slower, consistent rider. 
I like to be sure of what I'm doing. I 
see it up ahead somewhere, but the 
hardest thing for me is to learn to 
adapt to the harder packed tracks." 

When he was left without a bike for 
the Winter Series Martin ended up 
with a 125cc Yamaha for the simple 
reason that a 125 is easy to resell due to 
demand. The tale doesn't get involved 
until one realizes that Martin is six 
feet, three inches tall, weighs 185 
pounds and has a size 13 foot! 

It was a points battle all through the 
series between Martin and Yamaha 
factory rider Donnie Cantaloupi. The 
final moto of eight became the 
decider, and Martin lost out when the 
two riders stuffed each other through a 
deep bermed corner. 

"I'm not so mad at Donnie as I am 
at myself. If 1 could have put it all 
together a little better and if I 
wouldn't have had so many problems 
throwing chains I could have done 
better. 

“T think I should have won. I think I 
was able to go faster than him 
(Cantaloupi). The only hard feelings I 
have is that he rode pretty dirty, I 
thought, because he knew it was down 
to the wire and it gave him reason to. I 
don't think I would have done that. It 
wasn't so much that one move (where 
Martin fell) but he was baiting me and 
trying to put me down. I knew that 
was the only way he was going to beat 
me because I knew I could beat him." 

Martin sees a top rider turnover on 
the way, sees himself aggressive 
enough to climb success's ladder, and 
hopes things stay the same for a bit--at 
least until he reaches the final rung. 

“There're lot of good guys coming 
up and pretty soon they're going to 
replace some of the older guys. It’s 
probably going to be staying pretty 
much big buck stuff, at least I hope 
so." 

Putting it together one more time. 
Lining up another season and hoping 
to succeed. At 19, Martin has a soft 
spoken tone that  exemplifies 
experience in racing, and in life. Not 
trying to make his way with words or 
gimmicks, only hoping to someday 
stand on merit alone. No, it's not 
always easy, but that's the way it has to 
be. 

“The move to Suzuki will be a good 
one. The bikes look good and I'm 
going to start practicing all I can and 
just try to adapt to those harder tracks, 
to become an all around better rider. 

“I love racing а lot. Í enjoy just 
riding. I've been doing it since I was 
ten years old. Back then I didn't enjoy 
it that much but my dad kept me in it 
and I'm glad he did. 


"Sometines it's Friday night or - 


Saturday night and you want to go out 
and have a good time with. your 
friends, but it takes a little 
determination." 

Time will tell if Martin can make it. 
Unlike the famous comedian, this 
Steve Martin wants to cut a path to 
success not by making people laugh, 
but by making people respect him for 
what he is. And he hopes this year he'll 
accomplish that by being one of ipe 
best.

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California State Assemblyman 
Dick Floyd

Assembly Bill 996. Remember the number. It’s just been intro- 
duced into the California state legislature and, if passed, would 
require mandatory helmet usage by all motorcyclists. 

Few issues can spark the tre of street-riding motorcyclists quite 
like helmet laws. In the mid-70s motorcyclists worked together 
on the federal and state levels, first fighting the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration’s blackmail authority to withhold 
federal funds from states not having a mandatory helmet law. 
NHTSA’s director from 1976 to 1980, Joan Claybrook, was an 
outspoken advocate of helmet laws and so became a household 
villain. Where once there were 48 states with mandatory helmet 
laws, more than half of them have repealed the statutes under 


We'd like to confirm what we've 
heard, that you're introducing a 
mandatory helmet law bill. 


I'm introducing a mandatory helmet 
bill. I know that certain groups really 
come unglued — and I don't really 
like to wear a helmet — but I've fol- 
lowed up with Dr. Harry Hurt's study 
out of USC. Not only that, but we've 
just had a hell of a lot of less experi- 
enced riders hitting the streets, more 


than we've ever had. Mopeds: We're | 


putting a lot of 15-year-old girls on the 
streets on mopeds. Perhaps a well- 
experienced rider may not like it, but 
it's just one of those things that I feel 
the time has come. 


I know the argument, “It’s my con- 
stitutional right to go out and kill my- 
self if I want." I don't disagree with 
that rider's viewpoint. Unfortunately, 
he lives. He doesn't kill himself, he sits 
in a hospital or a nursing home for 
years — a lot of them — and that's a 
direct cost to the local taxpayers, right 
down the line. If he could guarantee 
that when he crashed and banged his 
head on the'curb that he.checked out, 
that's different. But ‘nobody сап 
guarantee that. We have vegetables 
laying around all up and down this 
state. Some of them were damn good 
riders, but most of them weren't and I 
think it's just a basic situation. I know 
that a lot of my friends who ride are 
not gonna like it, but we'll just have to 
wait and see what happens.

Many motorcyclists who wouldn't dream of riding without a 
helmet still regard helmet laws as an invasion of their personal 
freedom. And they're no different than the general public. 
Remember how long seat belt interlock. systems. lasted as 
required equipment on cars? The American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion actively encourages voluntary helmet usage while actively 


fighting mandatory helmet laws. 


Back to AB 996. Its author is freshman Assemblyman Dick 
Floyd, a long time rider who represents the 53rd Assembly District, 
which includes Gardena, Hawthorne, Lawndale and Carson, 
California. Ascot Park falls within his district. 

We talked to him about what he was doing... 








I'm doing both. I worked for а lot of 
number of years with Senator Dills. I 
carried (as a consultant... Editor) the 
motorcycle driver training bill. We 
made it all the way to the governor's 
desk with it last time. Right now we've 
got a big question on drivers’ training, 
period. I’m a strong supporter for all 
drivers’ training situations. If we save 
the drivers’ training program, which I 
think we're going to do, then we'll in- 
troduce the motorcycle driver educa- 
tion bill again. Until we're certain that 
we can save the four-wheel program, I 
think we may be spitting in the wind to 
go with the other bill. But I'm still very 
much in favor of it. I think it's probably 
more important than the other, but 
I'm not balancing either on importance.

Now you realize you're going to be 
stepping into a buzzsaw as far as the 
amount of opposition. 

Oh, no question about it. A lot of op- 
position and that's fair.

There's some 
good opposition, there's some good 
arguments. 

The bill has been introduced many 
times before. I lived around this legis- 
lature as it went through; I saw it 
defeated. On the other hand when we 
took over the motorcycle driver train- 
ing bill it'd been defeated three or four 
times before we finally gót it to the 
governor's desk. I'm gonna incur some 


: animosity. I have a viewpoint; the other 


people have a viewpoint too. ‘And I re- 
spect their viewpoint. I just think may- 
be it's time that we take a real close 
look, get a debate going. We may find 
a lot of riders are really in favor of it. 
It might have something to do down 
the line with insurance and things like

not certain of anything on this thing 
— but it would seem to me that it 
may. I would hope it would, but there 
again, if we do I'm not going to be 
naive. enough to assume that the 
insurance companies, out of the 
goodness of their hearts, are going 
tosay, "Hey look, we don't have the 
- heavy claims that we did before or any 
of those things." Hell, you never know 
how many people break their legs, but 
you can maintain your speech with a 
broken leg, you can maintain your 
hearing, your sight, and your sanity. 
Sometimes that's not true with a 
broken head.

MacCracken 
continues at

Malcolm Smith’s Eric Mac 
Cracken continued his winning 
streak last Friday night at Corona 
Raceway by entering and top- 
ping both the 250cc and the Open Pro 
classes. 

The Open class, which is usually 
quite small at Corona, was for a 
change the largest Pro class. But Mac 
Cracken had no trouble in getting the 
first moto holeshot. From there, he 
held the lead all the way home. Tom 
Browne (Yam) was in second until 
Greg Zitterkopf (Yam) took over on 
the second lap. Zitterkopf proved he 
could go at least as fast as MacCracken 
through the rest of the race, but 
several seconds separated them all the 
way. 

It was in the next moto that 
Zitterkopf would have his chance. Mac 
Cracken was on top again, but Zitter- 
kopf found a line into the lead on the 
second lap. In the meantime, John 
Greenway (Yam) was dicing with Jerry 
Black and Browne for the number 
three spot. Greenway, who hasn't 
raced at Corona Raceway in nearly a 
year, proved he could still manage the 
night course well enough to come out 
on top of the scrap. As the race went 
into the final lap, the order was 
Zitterfopf, MacCracken, Greenway, 
Browne and Black. Then MacCracken's 
pace picked up at the same time as 
Zitterkopf began to get careless. The 
result was a pass two turns before the 
finish giving the win to MacCracken. 

MacCracken had less trouble in the 
260cc class where he led every lap of 
both motos. Andy Northrup (Hon), 
who had proven himself to be nearly 
unbeatable all year at Corona, 
announced that this would be his last 
Pro motocross ride as he turns to 
Speedway for the coming season. He 
put in a strong ride in the first moto on 
his aging Honda, finishing second. 
But he DNF in round two, leaving 
Fred Combs to nab the runner-up spot 
with a 5-2 ride. Keith Williamson 
(Yam) was third with a pair of fourths. 

Although the high school motocross 
league ended last week, the first round 
of the two-part invitational champion- 
ship was still held. Esperanza High 
School leads the points right now with 
Arlington trailing.

Turner makes 
history at CMC 
Saddleback MX

ORANGE, CA, MAR. 15 

The year was 1970 when Jim 
Wilson, riding a Greeves and a 
Zundapp equipment, -won. all 
three Professional classes at Sad- 
dleback Park. After a 11-year dry spell 
of no grand-slams in the Professional 
class, “Radical Ron” Turner turned in 
the big one at the IRC $3000 sponsored 
event. Riding three stock Suzuki Float- 
ers, Turner completely dominated the 
entire day. Last year Turner was one 
moto away from this same feat but a 
last minute surge by Rick Maki on the 
last turn at Saddleback dropped Turner 
to second place behind Maki. To add 
a little spice to the three class win, 
Turner won all six motos he had 
entered. This has never been done by, 
any Professional rider. Quite a feat 
considering the competition. 

Sunday was a big day, IRC Tires 
put up the purse for the Pros and also 
paid by moto wins, but Turner did not 
spread the wealth. The track was in| 
excellent shape and Banzai Hill was 
used to add some additional excite- 
ment. 

In the Open Pro class, Ed Arnet 
(Mai) grabbed the holeshot in motoj 
one with Yamaha’s Pete Snorteland 
following. Don Griewe (Mai) and Маску 
Dymond (Yam) made up the top four. 
By lap three, Arnet had bailed and 
Snorteland was pulling Griewe and the 
field. In the middle of the pack, 
Turner was picking off other riders 
and on lap 10 he pulled up on third 
place Dymond. By lap 12, Turner had 
pushed Griewe ahead of Snorteland 
for the lead but Turner could smel 
the checkered flag and on the last lap, 
side by side Turner muscled his wa 
into the lead and took the win. Griewd 
was second over Snorteland, Dymond, 
Nevada's Kevin Davis (Mai) and Scott 
Johnson (Mai). 

In moto two, Turner was ahead of 
the pack by the first turn. Arnet was 
trailing Turner with Snorteland i 
third. Turner began to pull and: the 
race was on for third. Arnet had a tight 
hold on second but Snorteland, John 
son, Griewe and Jennings were whee 
to wheel. Jennings was on the gas wit 
his 430 and passed all the front runners 
except Turner. Turner went awa 
with the win and had a 50-second lead 
over second place Jennings. Third was 
Arnet followed by Snorteland, Johnso 
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and Griewe. The overall went to Turner 
(1-1) with Snorteland (3-4), Griewe (2- 
6), Johnson (6-5) and Dymond (4-7) 
taking the other top spots. 

In the 250cc Pro division, Craig 
Gormley (Yam) hit the double jumps 
ahead of the pack. By lap two, Turner 
again had taken the lead and there 
was no stopping him. On lap six, Jen- 
nings actually passed the second and 
third place riders, Gormley and 
Snorteland, in mid air off Banzai Hill. 
Yamaha's Rick Johnson, after a bad 
start, made his tracks present and 
pushed ahead of Snorteland and 
Gormley along with Suzuki-mounted 
Clint Hardick. Hardick and Snorteland 
hit the double jumps side by side and 
Hardick put an outside-in move on 
Snorteland and took over third behind 
Jennings. Winding down to the last lap 
and Hardick was up on Jennings. Two 
turns were remaining and Hardick 
edged inside of Jennings and they both 
raced to the flag. Turner won by a 
wide margin with Hardick second over 
Jennings by inches. Fourth was Rick 
Johnson, then came Snorteland and 
Gormley. 


Moto two was much of the same. 
Turner flew away with the win but this 
time Jennings won the battle and the 
war with Hardick. Behind Turner’s 1- 
1 overall score were Jennings (3-2), 
Hardick (2-3) and Snorteland (5-4). 

The line-up for the 125cc Pro class 
was fairly respectable.

Chasing Johnson for third 
were Roger Hensley (Suz), Rick Maki 
and Gary Denton. Holland started 
dropping off the pace badly and even- 
ahi was out of the competition for 
the top spots. Turner won with a one- 
minute lead over second place Johnson. 
Maki was third over Denton, Beier and 
Fritz Schelegal (Suz). Turner lapped 
up the eighth place rider, Holland. 

Moto two was a big moto for Mike 
Beier. Although Turner made this his 
sixth moto in a row, Beier combined a 
5-2 combination for second overall. 
Gary Denton's 4-4 score was third best 
with Johnson (2-6), Holland and Maki 
rounding out the top six.

Pritchard tops 
2x1-day V.O.T.E. 
St. Patrick's trials

Matt Pritchard doesn't quite 
qualify as a true son of the Emer- 
ald Isle, but he comes close. He's 
part Welsh and just the Irish Sea 
separates Wales and Ireland. 

The former American Trials Associ- 
ation president, 22, has been doing 
super since becoming a member of 
SWM importer Ron Saum's national 
trials team. Matt, who finished third 
in the ATA last year, made his switch 
after he began running out of bikes — 
rather rapidly — late last year. First, 
V.O. T.E.'s Schreiber Cup demolished 
his Bultaco. He demothballed his 
Suzuki for El Trial de Espana the fol- 
lowing day and promptly twinked it. 
Pritchard, who works in Advertising at 
U.S. Suzuki, opted for a SWM and has 
certainly taken to the Italian mount: 
three wins in six starts. His consistency 
was remarkable as he dropped just 
three fives over the St. Patrick's week- 
end. 

The eighth annual wearin'-of-the- 
green event had ATA champion Scott 
Head hoping he'd see his green clean 
machine in time for the trial, but it 
was no soap, Irish Spring or Palmolive. 
The Italjet-sponsored feet-upper failed 
in his bid for a second straight St. 
Patrick's win on last year's Bultaco. 
Pritchard won by 1.4 points on Satur- 
day and then scored a seven point 
victory on Sunday. 











In a change from past years, the 
ATA decided to treat the classic Irish 
feetstakes event as two separate one- 
day points trials rather than a single 
two-day event. The trial also awarded 
AMA District 37 trials points. 

The trial site for the second year 
running was Drinkwater Flats in the 
general Newhall area. Drinkwater was 
also the site for last May's national 
round. The traditional Texas Canyon 
location, used for the first six years of 
the trial, had to be abandoned last 
year because of the Forest Service's 
concern over erratic marksmen. 
Shooting, reportedly, has since been 
banned in Texas Canyon, opening up 
possible usage of the area in the 
future. 

A major portion of last year’s Nation- 
al loop was used, giving the riders two 
12-mile laps that mixed twisting 
canyons, rocky stream beds, switchback 
descents and ascents, ridge running 
and some fireroading. Twenty-one 
sections challenged the contestants. 

V.O.T.E. Vice President Gary 
Conrad honcho'd the section selection 
as Clerk of the Course. His main ter- 
rain conspirators included V.O.T.E. 
president Kurt Hathaway, Joe Ige, Jay 
Ebinger, Bob Morris, and Bob Schlat- 
ter. 

The killer part of the course came at 
the beginning, Loco Canyon, also 
known as Amateur/Expert Canyon. 
Loco did get its horns trimmed a bit, 
compared to last year, courtesy of the 
Department of Water and Power. But 
they could only go so far and plenty of 
gnarliness was left intact. After finish- 
ing Loco Canyon, or being finished by 
it, the riders descended Dog Leg Can- 
yon and headed for the ever popular 
Dry Canyon where, naturally, all the 
water sections were.

F.O.R.E. Search and Rescue crews 
were out to lend a hand if needed, and 
to coordinate radio communications. 
The trial also attracted Bill Mettinger 
of PJ1 who brought along some con- 
tingency goodies. Every rider who fin- 
ished with a Р]1 sticker got some free 
lubricants. 

РЛ will also be supporting Scott 
Head this year. Scott, riding just his 
second trial this year since testing the 
aerodynamic limitations of a Suzuki 
450 on air rather than a twisting can- 
yon pavement, was decked out in some 
new M. Robert riding pants from Eur- 
ope. He was also trying some new 
Metzeler trials tires. 

It just wasn’t the 18-year-old Chats- 
worth resident's weekend. At Saturday's 
trophy presentation he picked up a 
three-inch trophy for winning an 
SCTA trial a few weeks earlier and 
then watched Dwaine Walters receive 
a two-footer for runner-up Expert. 


Walters, who has been coming on 
strong ever since buying a Bultaco in 
Colorado last fall at the Nationals, 
placed third on both days. Dwaine, 
19, had two wins in four starts going in. 


Saturday saw just 44 starters at a 
trial that has traditionally drawn more 
than one 100 riders including a fair 
amount of  out-of-towners. Опе 
familiar visitor, Surfin’ Dan Suffin, 
cruised into town from northern Cali- 
fornia to grab a fourth and third in 
Expert action. Dan started Saturday's 
contest wearing a chest cassette player 
and earphones he uses for skiing. Stevie 
Wonder got the nod for the first loop. 

Denny Wolfe, riding his first trial in 
some time, topped V.O.T.E. clubmate 
Derrick Bernard in Saturday's Amateur 
tussle. Bernard, who carries the ATA's 
number one Amateur plate, triumphed 





on Sunday, to take the overall nod by 
2.6 points. Joe Grencius, a winner in 
his last ride, posted two thirds.

Bass was going 
for a pass in a muddy section which 
put Hackler on the ground and Bass in 


the lead. Bass’ lead was short-lived, 
though, as he centerpunched a rock 
throwing him over the bars and out of 
contention. 

With the front-runners having prob- 
Imes, Jim Vaughn, riding a KLX250 
for McAlester Kawasaki, moved into 
the lead. Riding one of his first cross 
country races, Vaughn missed the start 
by 30 seconds or so. After leading for 
two laps, he stalled in a deep rut, 
taking much time to get free and 
finished third. Hackler came back to 
claim first and Jeff Ausmus rode his 
Husky to second. 

Today's races featured a combined 
Novice class which raced for one hour. 
Derek Owens rode his 125cc Kawasaki 
to a victory against some stiff 
competition from the large bikes. 

For those who were stalled out on 
the course, things did not look too 
good. The mud and creek crossings 
made pushing or towing a stalled bike 
almost impossible. A special thanks to 
Muskogee local Jimmy Crowl who gave 
many riders a lift back to the pit area.
